Baseball and Swimming 

Last summer, recreation opportun- 
ities were limited to the two baseball 
leagues and limited swimming for a few 
at the overworked facilities of Bobby 
Davis Park. 

How things have changed in the 
short space of but a tew months. 

Now, there are three Tot Ix>ts for 
the young children, and more in the 
planning stage or ready for construction. 
There are handicraft and art classes for 
persons of all age groups; dance instruc- 
tions for teenagers; swimming classes; 
basketball and baseball leagues. And 
we’re sure none who attended will ever 
forget the wonderful Fourth of July pro- 
gram staged by the Recreation Commis- 
sion — fireworks, a band concert and an 
All-Star baseball game. 

Vandalism Declines 

And has it been by accident that 
vandalism and juvenile delinquency is 
on the decline? This, even in face of the 
fact that the 9 p.m. curfew was lifted. 
Certainly, the activities of the recreation 
program must draw some credit for 
curbing delinquency. 

The construction of two private club 
pools, one at the Hazard Golf Club and 
the other at Sun Valley, has lightened 
the load which must be carried by the 
Bobby Davis pool. Unfortunately, the 
only drawback in the city’s present re- 
creation program is the absence here 
of a large, municipal swimming pool to 
meet the demands, not only of Perry, 
but of adjoining counties. 

Opportunity For Youth 

Yet, despite this glaring deficiency, 
much has been achieved this past sum- 
mer. A start has been made for recrea- 
tion, and we’re sure that future years 
will see further growth and development 
of Hazard’s and Perry County’s recrea- 
tional facilities. 

We agree with you Mr. Oxley when 
you say: 

“You will never realize the impor- 
tance of your recreational program on a 
community level until you have lived 
in large metropolitan areas. Hazard has 
made such a fundamental step forward

Frankfort. July ll^By virtue of its distinction as the 
first permanent white settlement in Kentucky, Harrodsburg 
lays claim too; 

The first preacher in Kentucky was the Rev John Lythe 
of the Church of England. He came to Old Fort Harrod in 
1775 with Bible in one hand and axe in the other. He was 
known as the spiritual leader of the wilderness. 

The first census in Kentucky was taken in 1777 ' at Har- 
rodsburg. The population count at that time was 198. 

The first tax levied and collected by the court of Ken- 
tucky was by Lincoln County in 1783 Harrodsburg was the 
seat V of government. A head tax of 10 pounds of tobacco per 
tithe was assessed. 

Mrs. Jane Coomes taught the first school in Fort Harrod 
in 1776 and the first practicing physician in Kentucky was a 
Dr Hart who settled in Harrodsburg in 1775.
